LEADERS IN PENSIONS. 

Indiana at the Head, Followed by 
Ohio. Pennsylvania and 
New York. 

Indiana takes the lead as a pension 
State. Tbe annual statement of tbe 
Pension Department bae jnst been is 
sued. Id round numbers tbe States 
drawing tbe highest pensions are Ohio, 
with $15,000,000; Pennsylvania, 812,- 
700,000: New York.«l2,000,000; Indiana, 
$10,000,000, and Illinois, t0,000,000. 
Indiana has 05,000 pensioners, who 
draw en average pension of a fraction 
rer $100 per annum. 
In tbe list, Indiana has 225 veterans 
of the civil war who are drawing the 
" uit of $72 . month, and 70 voterani of 
e civil and one of tbe Mexioan 
io are drawing $50 a month, 
fn number of pensioners and number 
high pensioners in tbe average for all 
the Slate, Indiana leads any other 
Stale in the Union by a broad margin. 
Indiana with a population of 40,000 leas 
than tbat of Massachusetts by the cen- 
sus of 1800, receives in pensions $10,- 
44^,000 ennnelly, while Massachusetts 
gets but $5,420,000. 

Similar comparisons will show that 
Indiana is tbe greateat pension State in 
Ibe Union according to her population. 
Commissioner Evans has analyzed the 
sna-on apportionment by Congression- 
al districts, and tbat makes a very fair 
Ontbiabasi.
